This is in response to the Restriction Requirement dated September 30, 2002. The Restriction Requirement 
set forth a one-month time period for response, making a response due on or before October 30, 2002.

Group II: Claims 17, drawn to a method of increasing incorporation of phosphorus into bone in an 

individual by administering the composition recited in claim 17; 
Group III: Claim 18, drawn to a method of increasing bone strength in an individual by 

administering the composition recited in claim 18 
Group IV: Claims 19, drawn to a method of treating a bone disease in an individual by administering 

the composition recited in claim 19. 



Applicants expressly 
reserve the right under 35 USC §121 to file one or more divisional applications directed to the non-lected subject 
matter during the pendency of this application.
